Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Uglow et a! in 
view of Yew et al. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 7/3/03 and as follows. Element 102 of 
Uglow et al is disclosed to be a "wire" as are metal interconnect elements 122a and 124a (claims). Also 
102 is above the surface of the substrate that it is located on. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been led to the recited doping profile of the interlevel 
dielectric through routine experimentation within the teachings of Uglow et al to achieve desired etch 
characteristics of the film relative to the barrier layer.
